At the 
same time at which tho President was shot 
assassins entered the sick chamber of tho 
Hon. Wm. H. Seward, Secretary of State, 
and stabbed him in several places in the 
throat, neck and face, severely if not mor- 
tally wounding him. Other members of 
the Secretary's family were dangerously 
wounded by tho assassin, while making 
his escape. By the death of President 
Lincoln, the office of President has de- 
volved, under the constitution, upon you. 
The emergency of the government demands 
that you should immediately be sworn 
into office, according to the requirements 
ot the constitution, and enter upon the 
duties as President of the United States. 
It you will please make known your pleas- 
ure, such arrangements as you deem prop- 
er will be made.

Johnson's room, which he reached wkhin 
five minutes after the shooting of thpFresi- 
dent. He knocked at the door several times 
before receiving a reply. 
At length the 


V ice President, who was asleep, awoke 
and said: "Who is there?" Governor 
Farwell replied : " Let me in immediate- 
ly, at the same time giving his name and 
sayinghe had importantinforniation to com- 
municate. Mr. Johnson at once opened tho 
door, and Mr. Farwell told him of the mur- 
der of the President. It fell like a thun- 
derbolt upon Mr. Johnson, who at first re- 
fused to believe it. 
Upon being convinced 


he manifested powerful emotion. Both 
gentlemen were so much affected that for 
the moment they were obliged mutually to 
support each other to avoid falling. Mr Fur- 
well soon recovered his presence of mind 
and to guard against further calamities 
winch he believed menaced the heads of 
the Government,

to lock the djor and extinguish the gas, 
which had been dimly burning in the 
room.
